Though for its 
period a piece of exceptioitaIiy higJi quality, tlte 
ifatuerte b* iinhsippily, not in ihc best of ajndiiion, 
having suffered the loss of irs nose, its right ami, 
iuid liltsch of the fortvard p.iri of its baa^. k, loih 
Wrt^ purc^iaitcd in laixor.
